| THE TYPHOON. 


The Rev. Father Dechovrons,’ s,J., has 
favoured the N.-C D, News with tho foll- 
owing interesting notes -— ‘| 

‘The'typhoon of August 14th 1886 has 
boen-romarkable for Shanghai, by the long 
persistency of the low pressures that have 
continued from 3am, on the 14th to 6 
a.m. on the 18th, that is’ to say during 
about 93 ‘hours ; ai] the while the wind blew 
hard, and even sometimes. was violent, as 
on the 16th, tho 17th ‘and during tho night 
of 17th to 18th ; duriug thess two last daya, 
tho ‘aitiount of rainfall rdae to 6 inches, 12; 

In ‘order to unders‘and the. cause of that 
singular und. Very rare’ phenomenon, - the 
| typhoon is to be followed all-along its path, 
easy onough to be laid down to-day with 
some precision. Ag I have told in my'firat 
note, the present typhoon, o8 well as that 
of satue date in 1881, cave fromthe open- 
803; however ib did not run go near the 
coast of Japan as it did in the first instance. 
On the 11th the barometer ot Manila made 
the:presence of the storm to be suspéoted 
far io ‘the N.E, of Luzon, EB. of: Formoza 
Liu-kin Isfanda ‘must havebeen passed on 
the 13th in the afternoon, On the 14th 
about noon, {as I wroto, in tho first note) 
it roally reached the coast of Chink, pretty:
